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1. In early January 1952 the North Korean 36 Army Field Hospital in Sudong-ni 
(126-36, 39-14). (BU-9345) had 550 patients and a staff of 15 surgeons and 
£5 purses. Houses in a nearby village were requisitioned for the use of a 
the hospital. ‘The superintendent of the hospital was Lieutenant Colonel 
KIM (fnu), aged 38, a native of North Hamgyong Province.

&, The patients at the hospital received JOO grams of rice and 300 grams of 
other cereals per day, plus yegetablea and soy bean soup. Sometimes. they 
received eggs, mackerel, and other scarce fools. Patients were brought 
from the front to the rear areas by trucks, operating in teams of two or 
three, Sometimes the wounded were sent back by bicycle trailer on which 

straw stretchers were placed. : 


3. The. supply of medicine at, the 36. Army Field Hospital was. seriously low. 
Wedical herbs were gathered by civilian labor and most of the medicine used 
was extracted from these herbs. Some medicines were imported from the Boviet 
Tmion, Hungary, and China. Ten percent of the patients at the hospital died. 


kh. The seriousness of a patient’s wounds determined to which hospital he would 
be sent. Patients who required more than 24 hours of treatment were sent 
‘to a battalion field hospital, those who required more than 5 days. of 
treatment were sent to a regimental field hospital, patients who required 
1 month of treatment were sent to a corps field hospital, those who were 
in need of 2 mths of treatment were sent to the 36 Army Field Hospital, 
ani patients who needed medical care until they were completely recovered 
were sent to the 39 Army Field Hospital, .
